Dear Sir 

Your favor of June 29th with inclosed checks for Mr. McClure and myself received this 
morning for which we thank you. 

Geo. Soley arrived yesterday afternoon and will show us how to remove the tarnish from 
our medals. The acid for which I purchased this morning. He got his own matters satisfactorily 
fixed up and secured temporary passes for himself and Will who I met at the R.R. station and 
took to the Jefferson hotel where he met his mother in the evening. 

Obverse die and stake went to you yesterday. I hardly think it wise to again use the 
cracked die as quite a number of people object to the crack and refuse to take the medals. 

I thought I had acknowledged the receipt of the two new reverse dies, which came in 
good order. 

Letter slips came safely today. 

Mrs. Bosby shell as she has in all probability told you changed her tickets and goes home 
next Wednesday and is now with Will.
